MEXICO CITY, May 16. 


—(/P)—After c l a s h e s in 
which several persons were 
wounded 
students 
of the 


University of Mexico today 
reoccupied university build- 
ings which had been seized 
by socialists hostile to the 
Institution. 


The 
students 
recaptured 
their 


buildings 
in a 
concerted attack 
around noon after earlier forays 
had been beaten off by the social- 
ists, whose fire 
from 
roof 
tops 


wounded several students. 


Several hundred members of "so- 
cialist youth" armed with pistols 
and knives seized the main uni- 
versity building, the 
preparatory 


school and the school of commerce 
and law before dawn and defied ef- 
forts of the police and firemen to 
eject them.

The earlier student atlacks were 
called off when Ihe univcrsily rec- 
tor, Chlco Georne, counselled calm, 
'asserting hunger would make the 
socialist yield and Monies promised 
prompt ejection of the invaders. 


Goerne attributed the seizure to a 


government-encouraged atlempt to 
introduce tocialistlc teachings 
In 
higher instilutlons of learning and 
a desire to end the university's au- 
tonomy. 
Enraged sludenls who discovered 


the seizure of the buildings shortly 
after 8 a. m. (GST) made several 
forays trying to recover them, but 
were met by pistol fire from the 
roof1 tops. A number fell, wounded. 


The students desisted after Rec- 
tor Chico Georne counselled calm, 
asserting hunger would compel the 
invaders to wield. 


The socialists were able to oc- 
cupy four buildings—the main uni- 
versity building, the preparatory 
school and 
the schools 
of com- 


merce and law—without much op- 
position because most of 
the stu- 
dent body was taking Us spring 
vacation. 


The word spread quickly, how- 
ever, and angry groups of students 
gathered. Police and firemen help- 
ed the rector to restrain the most 
fiery of tho students who wished 
to attack immediately. 


The disorders came after long 
attempts by socialists to deprive the 
university of its autonomy guar- 
anteed by law, bring it into the fed- 
eral system and introduce social- 
istic education. 


Rector Gcorue and students had

Their "bail" Is a set of elec- 


trodes whose electric field spots 
not only ordinary pools but, miles 
down, finds oil in a new and dit- 
ferent form. 
The deeper oil is 


apparently 
distilled, probably 
a 


vapor, r'.ue to vast prcssuie and 
intense heat. 


Their 
electrical 
"logging," 
as 


the oil men call it, is one of tha 
impoitant developments In trie pe- 
troleum 
industry. 
Three 
are 


shown here. Their names are tho 
jeep, the "slumber jay" and the 
elocholog. 


"Slumber jay" is oil field French 


for the proper name Schlumber- 
ger. Thin is the name of the first 
of the electrical fish lines, spon- 
sored by a French firm with a 
German name. 


It was tho "slumber jay,'1 oil 


mon hern said, which found oil a 
few weeks ago, at just 100 feel 
less than two and a half miles 
down in the world's deepest well, 
of 
the 
Continental 
Oil Co., 
at 


Wnsco, Cal. 


This well was drilled to 15,004 


feet without striking a gusher. 
The "dumber jay" passing along 
the well walls, detected a grea*. 
increase in electrical resistance of 
the rocks nt 13,000 foot.

P'erguson's entry, on a platform 


calling 
for co-operation between 
state and federal governments to 
help tenant farmers buy homes 
and for payment of old age pen- 
sions to all over 65, brought the 
number 
announced gubernatorial 


candidates to 14, despite the for- 
mal withdrawal of James O. Rail 
of San Antonio. 
"Last Sunday morning I read 


and was informed for the first 
time that my cousin, James Ash- 
ley Ferguson, had announced for 
governor," 
James E. Ferguson 


said. "I had no Irftimation that 
he was contemplating such 
ac- 


tion. 


"He and I were born in Bell 


county and our fathers were Meth- 
odist preachers of the old school. 
Our mothers were devoted Chris- 
tian women who set before us 
many examples of correct thought 
and correct living. 


"While 
surroundings 
h a v e 


caused us not to be thrown with 
each other as we grew up into 
manhood, yet our relations have 
been the most cordial, amounting 
to a 'permanent 
affection. 


"He is a real man of 
sound 


morals and ability who enjoys the 
respect and confidence of those 
who know 
him best. His 
an- 


nounced 'candidacy reminds me of 
the old saying that blood Is thick- 
er than 
water.

was turning into a rout with all 
lines collapsed and chaos observ- 
able on all fronts. 


An army spokesman said that 


although the 
fall of Suchow was 


imminent this would be of less 
Importance than the fate of some 
80 
Chinese 
divisions—400,000 
to 


800,000 men—he said were trapped 
along; the Lunghni between Sinan- 
ch»n, east of Suchow, and 
Lan- 


feong, to the west. 


He declared 
the Chinese 
had 


failed to capitalize on the victory 
of which they boasted at Taierh- 
chwang last month. He said thus 
far there were no Indications ot 
effective 
Chinese 
counter-attacks 


which might endanger Japanese 
units from the rear.

Chief Justice Hughes, delivering

"We discussed reorganization, but 


there was no 'must' put on it." 
Representative Rayburn (D-Tcx), 
house majority loader, said. 
Other conferees reported there 


was a general discussion of the 


j congressional situation and 
that 


(some believed the legislature should 
be able to quit early next month. 


Asked about the remainder of tho 


program, Senator Barkley (D-Ky), 
the senate majority leader, said: 
"There is no definite program for 


the remainder of the session. V.'e 
are on a day to day schedule." 


While 
polls arc 
understood to 


have been started in the house to 
ascertain sentiment on revival of 
the reorganization 
bill, 
Senator 


Harkley said he knew of no such 
tabulation being made in the sen- 
ate. 


Vice President Garner, another 


White House conferee, was asked 
when he was going home to Texas. 
"When the congress adjourns," 


he replied. Speaker Bankhead was 
the fourth participant in the legis- 
lative conference.

A MOVEMENT GROWING 


Dr. Frank O. Darvall of 


Cambridge University, Eng- 
land, outlined some of the 
differences between British 
and American labor prob- 
lems and attitudes in a re- 
cent speech in this country. 


Here, the federal govern- 


ment's power of interven- 
tion in labor disputes is lim- 
ited by the Constitution, the 
Supreme Court and 
state 


rights. 
In 
England, 
the 


government can intervene in 
any controversy. 


In America, workers are 


not agreed on unionism, and 
labor leaders 
seek 
quick 


and spectacular results in 
order to attract and hold 
interest. 
Mistakes 
are 


made which labor leaders 
in England, willing to go 
more slowly, avoid. 


In Britain, 
sons follow 


fathers in the same jobs in 
the same mines or factories. 
Labor in the United States 
is mobile. This makes more 
difficult problems over here 
and makes labor more sus- 
ceptible to the effects of de- 
pression. 


In America, the industrial 


union is rather new and not 
accepted by all the older 
crafts unions. Proponents of 
the two types clash. In the 
older English labor move- 
ment they get along side 
by side and adjust their 
differences amicably. 


The ministry of labor in 


the British Cabinet is a con- 
ciliating agency and serves 
as an impartial umpire in 
industrial conflicts. 


These are largely the dif- 


ferences between youth and 
maturity. 
British unionism

WASHINGTON, 
May 
14.—</P>— 
Chairman 
Plttman 
(D-Nev.) of 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee predicted today that the 
next session of congress would be 
called upon to revise the neutral- 
ity act. 


Talk of modification or outright 
repeal of the act was Increased by 
the interpretation some senators 
placed on Secretary of State Hull's 
communication 
yesterday 
oppos- 
ing lifting the embargo on arms 
shipments to Sapin. 


Hull opposed "piecemeal" revis- 


ion of neutrality legislation, urg- 
ing that the question be consider- 
ed in It"! broadest aspects If any 
alterations were to be made. 


Some senators said this state- 
ment suggested the possibility that 
the state department later might 
recommended 
revision of the act. 
They discounted however the like- 
lihood of any recommendation to 
this 
session. 


Senator Borah (R-Idaho) rank- 
ing minority member of the com- 
mittee, said he thought the act 
should be revised "and a lot of It 
repealed." 


Borah said he never had been 


In favor of the "cash and carry" 
provision, which requires that bel- 
ligerents who purchase arms here 
transport them In their own or 
foreign ships. He said that sec- 
tion made us "an ally of Great 
Britain and Japan because those 
are tho only two countries which 
could 
carry out these provisions."

and France.

who originally banded themselves 
together for the express purpose 
of preserving peace and prevent- 
ing armed conquest, have been 
freed 
from 
their oaths

They may now recognize Mus- 


solini's annexation

mental reservations of disapprov- 
al matters not one whit—espec- 
ially to the man who has been 
deprived of

people.

knocking at the door. 
It was 


China begging for relief from the 
Japanese Invasion. Dr.

cil's decision came a sensational
